REPORT  TIME  ! ! 


Each  LOCAL  UNIT  had  an  evaluation  report 
form  to  fill  out  and  send  to  the  DISTRICT  PRESI- 
DENT by  DECEMBER  15th. 

District  Presidents  are  to  compile  these  and 
send  a DISTRICT  REPORT  to  the  CONFERENCE 
PRESIDENT  by  FEBRUARY  15th.  Then,  the 
CONFERENCE  PRESIDENT  is  to  compile  the 
district  reports  and  send  a CONFERENCE  REPORT 
to  WOMEN'S  DIVISION  by  MARCH  20th. 

It  all  goes  back  to  the  LOCAL  UNIT.  You  must 
send  in  your  reports  in  order  for  District  and  Con- 
ference Presidents  to  have  reports.  If  you  have  not 
sent  in  a report  for  1989  please  do  it  NOW  - even 
though  late. 

At  the  September  1989  Annual  Meeting,  the  Con- 
ference Executive  Committee  approved  an  additional 
Guideline  for  Honoraria.  "The  Executive  Committee 
recommends  that  out-of-town  study  leaders  and 
speakers  who  participate  in  district  or  local  UMW 
meetings  be  paid  travel  expenses  at  least  according 
to  Conference  UMW  guidelines  in  addition  to  any 
gift  or  honorarium  the  unit  may  choose  to  present." 

This  action  was  taken  to  insure  that  visiting  study 
leaders  and  speakers  are  reimbursed  for  travel  ex- 
penses at  least,  since  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
determine  the  cost  of  preparation  time,  etc.  that  a 
visiting  leader  may  make  for  an  event.  Additionally, 
many  women  don't  consider  their  time  and  talent 
in  terms  of  dollars  and  cents,  but  rather  as  a gift 
to  further  the  work  of  United  Methodist  Women 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

You  might  want  to  consider  a Standing  Rule  for 
your  local  or  district  UMW,  if  you  don't  have  a 
policy,  at  present,  concerning  honoraria  for  out- 
of-town  study  leaders  and  speakers.

We  remember  that  Methodist  people  have  always  been  people  who 
looked  to  the  improvement  of  society,  elimination  of  ills,  and  upgrading 
of  conditions  where  improvement  or  change  is  needed.  There  are  many 
avenues  by  which  this  can  be  attempted.  First,  be  alert,  resourceful,  and 
aware  of  things  around  us  in  the  world  today  and  knowledgeable.  Second, 
be  in  touch  with  key  persons  who  can  make  a difference.  Let  them  know 
what  we  think  on  things  - congressmen,  legislators,  community  officials 
and  leaders.  Where  you  can,  be  in  a group  situation  to  find  out  about 
things  or  to  give  your  input;  you  may  make  your  opinion  heard  or  given 
when  necessary.  Third,  make  a plan,  selecting  issues  which  affect  your 
areas.  It  is  always  good  to  vary  your  concerns  but  don't  narrow  them 
down  too  much.  Decide  on  a national,  an  international,  a state  and  local 
issue  - learn  about  it,  do  what  you  can  to  promote  your  stand.  Fourth, 
alert  your  local  units  and  C.S.I.  coordinators  about  things  so  they  can 
follow  your  leadership. 

Impact,  a newsletter  from  Washington,  D.C.  television,  newspapers, 
and  other  publications  keeps  you  informed.  Act  on  the  information 
given  in  Impact  when  you  can.  Cards,  letters,  and  phone  calls  to  officials 
make  a difference  in  how  they  vote,  etc.  As  you  attend  meetings,  you 
will  also  gather  materials  to  study. 

Get  on  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society  in  your  church  district 
and  where  there  is  one  locally  in  your  church;  encourage  your  C.SJ. 
coordinators  to  get  on  this  so  they  can  keep  up  with  the  conference 
issues  that  are  being  followed.  As  you  gather  materials,  make  yourself 
a file  of  some  sort  in  order  that  you  can  locate  materials  in  a centralized 
spot.  A cardboard  box  is  lightweight  and  works  well.  Keep  it  in  alpha- 
betized order  and  up-to-date  so  when  people  come  to  you  for  materials, 
you  can  find  them  quickly.  Also,  devise  some  sort  of  checkout  so  that 
you  will  know  who  has  what. 

In  this  C.S.I.  area,  one  can  spend  much  time  and  devotion  to  social 
causes  or  issues.  If  people  are  not  kept  alert  to  needs,  much  of  our 
Father's  business  will  not  be  done.  So  do  as  much  as  you  can  and  pray 
that  God  will  take  your  efforts  and  magnify  them. 

May  God  bless  you  in  this  work !

HOUSING  - MEALS-  COST 


Each  generation  of  Christians  struggles  with  living  faithfully  in 
the  midst  of  cultural  forces  that  would  deny  its  faith.  By 
understanding  how  our  faith  is  shaped  by  the  culture  in  which 
we  live,  we  may  become  more  receptive  to  Gospel  visions  as 
they  are  experienced  by  sisters  and  brothers  whose  worldview 
and  culture  differs  from  our  own. 


GALATIANS 

This  study  will  focus  on  the  disciplines  essential  for  Christian 
living,  including  a discussion  of  the  fruit  of  the  spirit  and  of 
Christian  freedom  in  relation  to  law  as  interpreted  in  the 
Hebrew  Scriptures  and  New  Testament  writing. 


PEOPLE  OF  A PROPHETIC  CHURCH:  CENTRAL  AMERICA 

The  people  of  Central  America  are  facing  critical  issues.  They 
are  struggling  for  life,  for  self-determination,  and  for  a future 
for  the  growing  new  generation.  To  understand  these  struggles, 
it  is  necessary  to  be  acquainted  with  the  history  and  culture  of 
the  region's  peoples,  their  political,  social  and  economic  systems, 
the  relationships  of  Central  American  countries  to  one  another 
and  their  neighbors,  and  their  uniqueness  and  creative  contri- 
butions, and  their  needs  and  hopes. 


GOSPEL,  CULTURE  AND  MEDIA 

The  purpose  of  this  study  will  be  to  help  North  American 
Christians  better  understand  the  ways  in  which  particular 
expressions  of  our  faith  have  been/are  shaped  by  the  culture  in 
which  v;e  live,  to  the  end  that  we  may  be  more  receptive  to 
Gospel  visions  as  they  are  experienced  and  expressed  by  others 
whose  worldview  and  cultures  differ  from  our  own.

MORE  ABOUT  THE  SCHOOLS 


WE  DIDN’T!  WHY  DIDN’T  WE? 


I've  never  had  to  tell  you  we  didn't  make  our  pledge  before.  This  is 
truly  a new  experience.  Why  didn't  we  make  our  pledge?  There  was  a step 
in  faith  - I'm  very  proud  of  that  fact.  When  we  set  this  pledge,  we  knew 
S22,000  was  not  visible  yet  but  we  took  a giant  step.  Does  this  mean  all 
was  in  vain?  I think  not.  If  our  goals  are  always  attainable,  we  will  never 
know  the  challenge  of  growing.  A pledge  is  a goal  not  a debt  to  be  paid. 
If  the  desired  goal  is  not  met,  then  it  is  continued  until  it  is. 

In  going  through  journals  dating  back  to  1979,  there  is  a similar 
pattern.  In  1980,  the  pledge  was  overpaid  by  $20,000+.  A step  in  faith 
was  taken  increasing  the  pledge  by  $33,450  to  $204,450.  This  amount 
remained  our  pledge  until  1984.  It  took  three  years  to  meet  the  increase. 
Do  we  become  complacent  when  we  continually  meet  the  pledge  or  does 
a step  of  faith  overwhelm  us? 

For  1989,  Louisiana  missions  were  appropriated  more  money  than 
we  sent  for  mission.  St.  Marks  received  $60,000  for  the  Street  Academy 
and  $16,000  for  maintenance  of  property.  McDonnell's  received  $43,300 
for  renovations.  These  monies  were  in  addition  to  their  normal  appropria- 
tions. Crossline  Ministries  received  a grant  from  the  National  Division. 
And,  remember  the  half  a million  dollars  for  a new  Community  Center 
building  at  Dulac.  All  of  this  is  only  possible  if  undesignated  funds  are 
received  from  UMW  units  all  across  the  United  States  in  addition  to 
those  of  us  in  Louisiana. 

Now,  what  did  we  send  on  our  pledge  for  1 989?  We  pledged  $300,000, 
an  increase  of  $50,000  from  the  '88  pledge  but  an  actual  increase  of 
$22,000  over  the  $278,000+  paid  on  the  '88  pledge.  We  actually  paid 
$273,574.87  on  a pledge  of  $300,000  or  $26,425  less  than  pledge  and 
$4,426  less  than  we  sent  in  1988.  It  is  surprising  to  note  that  in  using  the 
Channels  of  Undesignated  Giving  we  gave  less  Special  Mission  Recognition 
Pins,  Gift  to  Mission  Cards,  and  Gifts  in  Memory  than  in  1988.  The  World 
Thank  Offering  increase  was  less  than  $500.  These  are  the  channels  that 
help  us  express  the  love  of  Christ  to  each  other. 

The  money  to  meet  this  pledge  is  available.  Without  looking  very 
far.  I found  two  units,  one  with  12  members  and  one  with  33  members, 
that  had  over  $1,300  between  them  to  start  1990.  There  are  units  that 
have  savings  accounts.  I really  am  not  trying  to  anger  anyone,  only  to 
make  us  stop  and  take  stock  of  our  accountability  for  the  gifts  God  has 
given  to  us  and  his  charge  for  us  to  use  them,  not  store  them. 

So  what  did  happen  to  us?  We  took  this  step  in  faith  in  a year  when 
our  conference  went  through  redistricting.  The  UMW  redefined  its  dis- 
tricts beginning  with  1990.  There  is  a feeling  of  uneasiness  with  the 
National  and  World  Division  financial  difficulties  at  this  time.  Costs 
are  up  and  funds  are  not.  There  are  many  valid  reasons.  However,  when 
we  all  catch  the  vision  of  our  world  that  Christ  had  when  he  said  "Feed 
my  sheep"  to  Peter,  none  of  these  now  valid  reasons  seem  important. 

I see  our  goal  of  reaching  the  pledge  only  as  an  expression  of  loving 
each  other  as  God  loves  us.  Monetary  resources  are  the  means  to  see  that 
all  God's  children  have  food,  shelter,  and  clothing,  medical  care  and 
education,  a feeling  of  self-worth,  and  the  knowledge  that  God  loves 
each  and  every  one  of  us.  When  Christ  gave  Peter  this  charge,  he  first 
asked  Peter  three  times  if  he  loved  him.  Peter's  response  was  always, 
"Lord,  you  know  I love  you."  God  has  sheep  all  over  the  world,  let's 
feed  them.  We  can  meet  our  pledge  of  $315,000  for  1990  with  our 
monetary  gifts  and  our  love  for  the  Christ.  Will  we?

After  pioneering  for  twelve  years  as  Co-pastors,  Carole  Cotton-Winn  and  John 
Winn  broke  new  ground  in  the  Louisiana  Conference.  In  1 990,  Carole  was  named  by 
Bishop  William  Oden  as  the  first  woman  District  Superintendent  in  the  history  of  the 
Conference.  She  was  assigned  to  the  Lake  Charles  District. 

At  the  same  time  John  was  given  the  responsibility  of  developing  a model  for  the 
conference  that  would  deal  with  the  whole  range  of  ministry  issues  in  a way  that 
would  enhance  pastoral  effectiveness.  The  result  is  THE  CENTER  FOR  PASTORAL 
EFFECTIVENESS,  a joint  venture  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  and  its  Board 
of  Ordained  Ministry.  John  was  named  Director. 

From  1978-88  Carole  and  John  co-pastored  First  United  Methodist  Church  in 
Houma,  Louisiana,  a unique  church  of  over  a thousand  members  in  the  heart  of  the 
“oil  patch”  and  Louisiana’s  Acadian  culture.  They  developed  innumerable  patterns 
of  collegial  ministry,  not  the  least  of  which  was  a penchant  for  Dialogue  Sermons. 
Mostly,  they  alternated  Sundays  preaching,  but  on  special  Festival  occasions  of  the 
Church  Year,  they  would  preach  a Dialogue  Sermon. 

In  1988  Bishop  Ben  Oliphant  appointed  them  to  the  Aldersgate  UMC  in  Slidell, 
Louisiana,  just  outside  of  New  Orleans.  Aldersgate  is  the  fastest  growing  church  in 
the  Conference  and  though  only  fourteen  years  old  has  a membership  in  excess  of 
1500.  Throughout  its  history  its  average  attendance  has  well  exceeded  40%  of  its 
membership. 

John  and  Carole  felt  they  were  at  the  beginning  of  another  long-term  pastorate, 
when  Bishop  Oden  decided  he  wanted  Carole  on  his  Cabinet.  She  has  been  in  minis- 
try in  the  Conference  since  1970,  has  preached  at  numerous  national  events  and 
Annual  Conference  Sessions,  been  a member  of  the  General  Board  of  Discipleship, 
served  on  the  General  Conference  Committee  on  the  Mission  of  the  Church,  and  has 
been  on  the  last  three  delegations  to  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

In  1975  John  and  Carole  presented  one  of  the  Jackson  Lectures  on  Worship  at 
Ministers’  Week,  SMU,  in  the  form  of  a Festival  Worship  Service,  “Cycles  of  Celebra- 
tion.” In  1987  they  preached  an  Ordination  Dialogue  Sermon  at  the  Missouri-East 
Annual  Conference  and  in  1 989  they  preached  a Dialogue  Ordination  Sermon  at  the 
Missouri-West  Annual  Conference. 

For  July  of  1989  Carole  and  John  coordinated  some  twenty-five  worship  events 
and  classes  on  worship  and  preaching  for  the  National  Convocation  of  The 
Fellowship  of  United  Methodists  in  Worship,  Music  and  Other  Arts  in  Claremont, 
California.  In  addition,  they  planned  the  Evening  Festival  Worship  Services,  and 
preached  at  the  closing  Communion^Service. 

John,  too,  has  served  on  the  Conference  Delegation  a number  of  times,  served 
two  quadrennia  as  Registrar  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  and  is 
currently  a member  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions.  He  has  written  numerous 
articles  and  church  school  studies. 

John  and  Carole  have  a daughter.  Lane  Cotton  Winn. 

At  the  recent  Annual  Conference,  Carole  was  elected  a delegate  to  the  1992 
General  Conference  and  both  were  elected  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

At  our  Annual  Meeting,  Carole  will  present  the  opening  worship  as  the  host  Dis- 
trict Superintendent.  She  and  John  will  serve  together  as  communion  celebrants  for 
the  closing  service.

Our  final  figures  for  1991  are  now  complete  and  once 
again,  we  have  not  reached  our  goal  of  $315,000.00  in 
undesignated  giving.

Justice,  Peace  and  the  Integrity  of  Creation 

Browsing  through  the  packet  of  materials  I received  yesterday  from 
the  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  I’ve  chosen  two  topics  that  are  very 
important  to  Coordinators  for  Supportive  Community.  Our  goal  this 
year  is  that  the  districts  will  begin  working  on  ways  to  implement  the 
Charter  for  Racial  Justice  as  discussed  at  DELT.  As  Coordinator  for 
Supportive  Community,  I concur  with  everything  as  stated  and  have 
chosen  to  disseminate  these  sections  as  suggested. 

JUSTICE,  PEACE  and  the  INTEGRITY  OF  CREATION 

The  purpose  is:  Support  and  participation  in  the  World  Council  of 
Churches’  Justice,  Peace  and  Integrity  of  Creation  process. 

“To  join  the  issue  of  peace,  justice  and  the  well  being  of  Creation  is  to 
create  a common  understanding  of  their  interconnectedness.”  A set  of 
ten  affirmation  was  approved  by  the  Convocation  for  a process  of 
covenanting.  I am  using  nos.  3 and  10. 

3.  We  affirm  that  people  of  every  race,  caste  and  ethnic  group 
are  of  equal  value.  In  the  very  diversity  of  their  cultures  and 
traditions,  they  reflect  the  rich  plurality  of  God’s  creation. 

1 0.  We  affirm  that  human  rights  are  God-given  and  that  their  pro- 
motion and  protection  are  essential  for  freedom,  justice,  and 
peace.  To  protect  and  defend  human  rights,  an  independent  judi- 
cial system  is  necessary. 

In  affirming  its  participation  in  the  justice,  peace  and  the  integrity  of 
creation  process  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches,  the  United 
Methodist  Church  specifically  pledges  to:  (five  were  given)  I’m  using 

4.  urge  all  United  Methodists  to  implement  the  Social  Principles 
and  General  Conference  resolution  which  addresses  these 
issues,  especially  “Economic  Justice”,  “The  United  Methodist 
Church  and  Peace”,  “Environmental  Stewardship”,  “Global 
Racism”  and  “An  Ecumenical  Decade:  Churches  in  Solidarity 
with  Women.” 

5.  urge  all  United  Methodists  to  join  in  covenant  with  Christians 
around  the  world  to  work  to  fulfill  the  goals  of  Justice,  Peace  and 
the  Integrity  of  Creation. 

This  information  was  taken  from  Exhibit  3,  Justice,  Peace  and  the 
Integrity  of  Creation  from  the  GBGM/GBCS. 

This  is  taken  from  the  letter  from  the  Women’s  Division  dated 
November  22, 1991.  From  Ressie  Mae  Bass,  Chairperson,  Section  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Ellen  Kirby,  Assistant  General  Sec- 
retary, Section  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

“Since  the  Annual  Meeting,  our  national  president,  Sally  G.  Ernst 
has  joined  with  presidents  and  leaders  of  church  women’s  organi- 
zations in  sending  a letter  to  President  Bush,  urging  him  to  use  the 
power  of  his  office  to  bring  a new  and  different  tone  to  the  public  arena 
so  that  reconciliation  and  justice  can  be  brought  to  prominence  rather 
than  division  and  hate.  As  we  approach  the  1992  election  processes, 
we  urge  you  to  voice  this  same  concern  with  public  officials  in  your 
states. 

We  continue  to  stress  the  importance  of  our  Charter  for  Racial  Jus- 
tice and  the  work  of  Conference  Committees.  The  “David  Duke 
phenomenon”  is  one  that  exists  all  over  the  nation  and  needs  our  most 
careful  and  concentrated  attention.  As  the  recession  hits  more  widely, 
the  tendency  toward  racism,  division  and  scapegoating  will  get 
stronger.  As  women  commited  to  mission  we  must  show  a better  way 
through  study,  action  and  community  based  on  love  and  justice. 

As  Coordinator  for  Supportive  Community  for  Louisiana,  I trust  that 
each  UMW  District  Coordinator  and  each  UMW  member  will  govern 
their  District  accordingly  with  prayers,  faith  and  love  for  God  and 
his  creation.

The  following  letter  is 
addressed  to  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women. 

14th  November,  1991 

GREETING  FROM  THE  UJEREHS 

Monday,  23rd  September,  1991 

Looting,  pillaging,  shooting  in  Kinshasa.  Total  unrest,  the  city  under  seige. 
Soldiers  and  civilians  on  the  rampage.  Airport  captured,  planes  grounded 
and  some  destroyed.  Calm  and  quiet  in  Lubumbashi  some  2,000  km. 
away. 

Tuesday,  24th  September,  1991  Lubumbashi 

Shootings  downtown,  people  stampede  down  the  streets,  all  running  in  the 
same  direction,  vehicles  speeding  also  in  the  same  direction,  sheer  panic. 
No  one  knowing  what  is  happening.  The  average  Zairois  thinking  the 
inevitable  has  happened,  “La  guerre  a commence’.” 

The  telephone  rings  in  the  treasury  office,  the  Consular  General  has  called 
a meeting  of  the  American  community,  send  two  representatives.  “What 
time?”  “Now.”  I rush  to  the  meeting  along  with  Nash  Vickers,  the  North 
Shaba  Field  Treasurer.  As  we  wait  for  more  people  to  arrive,  we  never 
expected  to  hear  what  we  were  told.  “Leave  Zaire  as  soon  as  possible.  We 
do  not  advise  travel  by  road,  you  can  make  private  arrangements  with  2 
airlines  and  fly  out.  Do  not  count  on  the  American  government  evacuating 
you.”  These  were  the  words  of  the  Acting  Consular  General,  Lucy. 


Wednesday,  25th  September,  1991  Lubumbashi 

Unnatural  quiet,  no  one  moving,  streets  deserted,  unsure  of  what  to  do. 
Schools  closed,  some  businesses  and  shops  opened.  We  go  to  the 
treasury  office,  everyone  solemn,  as  if  someone  had  died.  Decisions  must 
be  made,  what  are  we  going  to  do? 

Consult  Bishop  Katembo,  the  situation  still  not  clear.  Missionaries  in  North 
Shaba  out,  but  Southern  Zaire  missionaries  trapped  due  to  looting  and 
shooting  by  soldiers  in  surrounding  towns.  Three  families  decide  to 
remain  behind  while  all  others  are  to  leave,  some  by  air,  others  by  road. 

Thursday,  26th  September,  1991 

All  missionaries  ordered  out  by  Bishop  Katembo. 

We  intend  to  return  to  Zaire  when  it  is  safe.  At  this  time  we  have  no  idea 
when  that  will  be. 

We  are  appealing  to  you  to  assist  us  in  our  work.  There  are  no  donations 
considered  too  small.  Any  amount  you  can  give  will  be  accepted  with 
gratitude.  We  are  still  in  need  of  covenant  relationships  for  salary  support. 
You  can  also  send  funds  through  your  Conference  Treasurer  as  donations 
to  Zaire  General  in  our  names,  also  specifying  what  the  funds  should  be 
used  for.

7-8.  At  that  time  all  the  Conference  vacancies 
will  be  identified  and  our  work  will  be  cut  out  for 
us.  If  you  have  not  already  completed  a Talent 
Bank  Form  and  are  interested  in  the  challeng- 
ing and  fulfilling  experience  of  being  a con- 
ference officer,  please  do  so.  You  may  send  it  to 
me  or  any  of  the  other  mem  bers  of  the  com  mit- 
tee.  We  need  you,  so  let  us  hear  from  you.  We 
may  not  be  able  to  put  you  to  work  the  first  time 
for  there  are  only  so  many  vacancies  and  also 
guidelines  to  be  followed,  but  your  form  will  be 
on  file  for  the  future. 

It  could  be  scary  to  be  a member  of  the  Con- 
ference Committee  on  Nominations.  Even 
more  so  to  be  its  chairperson.  However,  as  is 
always  the  case  in  UMW,  each  elected  leader 
(which  includes  each  member  of  this  commit- 
tee) is  given  an  excelient  opportunity  for  train- 
ing. So,  even  though  the  committee  is  re- 
sponsible for  furnishing  a slate  of  officers  each 
fall  to  maintain  our  effective  leadership,  we 
have  had  assistance  in  understanding  our  job 
and  help  is  always  readily  available  if  needed. 
The  BIG  PLUS  is  that  the  Lord  is  with  us. 

There  will  be  three  very  important  words 
used  in  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  this  year.  These  are  INCLUSIVE- 
NESS, TERM  and  TENURE.  The  records  of  the 
Committee  have  been  reviewed  and  brought 
up  to  date  so  that  strict  adherence  may  be 
made  to  these  three  items. 


What  do  these  words  mean?  TENURE  is  the 
specified  total  length  of  time  an  elected  leader 
may  serve  in  an  office.  The  Constitution  and 
Bylaws  Handbook,  Article  V,  Section  2,  put  out 
by  the  Women’s  Division  (and  available  to  all) 
clearly  explains  tenure.  TERM  is  the  specified 
time  for  which  a person  is  elected  to  an  office. 
The  Standing  Rules  of  our  conference  state 
that  officers  shall  be  elected  for  a two  year  term. 
The  Committee  on  Nominations  is  an  excep- 
tion. The  Women’s  Division  has  issued  this 
statement  on  INCLUSIVENESS  which  is  to  be 
used  at  every  level  of  our  organizational  life.  “It 
is  imperative  that  the  conference  leadership 
reflect  the  diversity  of  women  throughout  the 
church.  Elements  of  this  diversity  are  race, 
marital  status,  ethnic  and  cultural  back- 
grounds, employment  and  non-employment, 
age  and  membership  in  former  denomination- 
al women’s  organizations”. 

Regarding  the  exception  of  the  Nominating 
Committee.  The  term  of  office  has  been  three 
years  but  the  By-Laws  of  the  Women's  Division 
have  been  changed.  Beginning  with  our  elec- 
tion in  September,  the  members  of  the 
Nominating  committee  will  begin  to  serve  four 
year  terms  and  the  Chairperson  will  serve  a two 
year  term.  Women’s  Division  has  given  us  a 
transition  schedule  to  follow  and  it  should  work 
very  smoothly  so  that  by  1994  all  members  of 
the  committee  will  be  elected  to  a four  year 
term.  Yes,  the  Committee  on  No.minations  has 
its  work  cut  out  for  it. 


DID  YOU  KNOW? 

A bit  of  the  History  of  Christian  Social  Involvement 

Christian  Social  Involvement  was  formed  from  the  Women’s  Society  of 
World  Service  of  the  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church.  From  the 
Methodist  connection,  they  made  this  area  of  Christian  responsibility  as 
much  of  a consideration  as  they  did  other  areas  because  of  its  import- 
ance. 

In  1940,  the  Women’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  came  into  being.  TheSecretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  local  church  was  part  of  the  membership  of  this  new  organization  of 
women  organized  for  mission.  Involvement  in  Christian  social  action  has 
been,  and  continues  to  be,  a major  emphasis  in  the  United  Methodist 
Church. 

The  Christian  Social  Involvement  Coordinators  responsibilities  are: 

1.  To  develop  a clear  and  achievable  plan  of  action. 

2.  To  educate  and  resource  the  local  unit  on  current  national  and  inter- 
national issues,  in  coordination  with  the  other  three  (3)  mission  coordi- 
nators. 

3.  To  work  with  the  local  unit  to  interpret  the  position  of  the  church  by  study- 
ing the  “Social  Principle’’  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  The  Book  of 
Resolutions  is  also  another  resource  for  interpretation. 

4.  To  monitor  and  implement  the  New  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies, 
by  working  closely  with  the  president  and  mission  team  or  task  force  in 
their  local  unit. 

5.  To  develop  an  Impact  network,  and  to  work  with  district  team. 

6.  To  interpret  to  local  units  the  social  programs  and  policies  of  the 
women’s  division. 

7.  To  provide  opportunities  for  women  to  work  together  irrespective  of  age, 

economic,  ethnic  and  racial  differences. 

More  now  than  ever  before  we  need  to  be  aware.  Our  areas  range  from 
the  Crisis  with  Children  to  the  teachings  of  hatred,  racism,  etc.,  stemming 
from  past  and  recent  campaigns  (David  Duke).  We  know  that  being  aware 
allows  us  to  adequately  confront  and  approach  local,  state  and  national 
legislative  officials.  They  are  to  work  in  our  best  interests.  Are  they  working 
in  our  best  interests?  Unemployment  is  at  its  lowest  level.  Racism  and  hate 
crimes  are  on  the  rise.  Children  are  among  the  poorest  people  in  our  coun- 
try, the  United  States  of  America,  which  is  supposed  to  be  the  wealthiest 
country  in  the  world. 

Why  Advocate  for  Children? 


Children  don't  vote,  write  letters,  or  make  campaign  contributions.  They 
have  no  political,  economic,  or  lobbying  power  of  their  own.  They  depend 
on  adults — like  United  Methodist  Women — to  be  their  advocates  and 
inform  elected  officials  about  their  needs  and  concerns. 

Make  your  voice  heard  on  Capitol  Hill.  Visits,  calls,  and  letters  are  all 
very  effective  means  of  communicating  your  message  to  elected  officials.

• Joining  in  meaningful  community  activities; 

• Accepting  leadership  responsibility; 

• Participating  in  programs,  events,  and  projects  focus- 
ing on  the  needs  and  concerns  of  women  and  children; 

• Advocacy  and  support  for  social  Justice  issues; 

• Using  the  Prayer  Calendar,  reading  Response  maga- 
zine and  participating  in  the  reading  program. 

If  a woman  fulfills  any  one  or  more  of  the  above  mem- 
bership requirements,  she  belongs  to  United  Methodist 
Women  and  needs  to  be  counted  among  the  membership 
of  the  unit. 

Not  everyone  is  able  to  participate  in  all  of  the  activities  of 
a United  Methodist  Women  unit,  although  the  more  the  bet- 
ter, of  course.  Often,  mothers  with  young  children  or  elderly 
women  with  no  means  of  transportation  may  find  it  difficult 
to  attend  meetings.  But  there  are  other  ways  for  them  to 
take  part  in  United  Methodist  Women.  Each  local  unit  needs 
to  be  sure  that  all  women  in  their  church  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  participate  if  they  want  to.  Who  knows,  the  women 
who  have  been  praying  for  a unit  over  the  years  might  be  the 
very  ones  the  unit  has  failed  to  stay  in  touch  with. 

Be  creative.  Consider  what  is  needed  and  will  work  in 
your  church.  Let’s  spread  the  word  of  “The  Greatest  Show 
on  Earth,”  The  United  Methodist  Women  organization. 
Bring  in  the  young,  working,  retired  and  all  who  might  be 
interested.  Don’t  wait  for  them  to  ask  you  about  UMW.

THEME:  GLIMPSES  OF  GOD 

Often  through  the  lives  and  leadership  of  common  women 
and  men  God  addressed  the  powerful,  calling  us  from  complacent 
seif  - indulgence  to  a renewed  commitment  to  justice,  love  and 
peace.  How  do  the  relationships  among  people  in  the  Middle  East 
lead  to  a fuller  understanding  of  the  implications  of  living  in  an 
interdependent  world  community?  How  do  institutions  such  as  the 
church,  model  justice  for  all,  affirming  God's  intention  that  every 
person  is  precious  and  has  gifts  to  develop  and  share  - women  as 
well  as  men,  both  girls  and  boys?  How  does  the  church  view  its 
structures  and  practices  to  allow  full  participations  of  women?  How 
does  it  speak  to  these  concerns  in  the  wider  social,  economic, 
political  institutions  of  our  day?  What  signs  of  hope  do  we  see?  By 
looking  through  three  windows-Amos  the  prophet,  persons  in  the 
Middle  East  and  women  around  the  globe  - we  catch  glimpses  of  a 
God  who  cares  for  all  and  uses  all  in  surprising  ways.  Sometimes 
in  these  windows  we  see  shadowy  reflections  of  ourselves  and 
discover  again  in  new  ways  God's  expectation  that  we  will  join  in 
the  ongoing  task  of  creating  a just  society

The  focus  of  this  study  of  Amos  is  personal  spirituality.Central 
to  this  focus  is  the  nature  of  God  and  justice  issues  within  the 
social,  cultural  and  political  context.

About  the  "Logo"  on  the  cover- 

The  inspiration  for  the  design  came  from  learning  about  the  ancient  Hebrew 
understanding  of  the  cosmos-that  the  earth  was  a flat  disc-under  the  disc  was 
Sheol  (a  place  of  nothingness)-above  the  disc  (the  sky)  was  a dome  with 
windows  that  opened  periodically  to  let  the  rain  through. 

The  design  is  appropriate  because  of  the  two  studies-The  Middle  East- 
where  Israel  is  and  was  also  the  home  of  the  Hebrew  people  and  Amos  who  was 
Hebrew. 

The  flat  disc  represents  the  world  with  the  world  map.  The  Middle  East  is 
elevated  to  give  it  emphasis. 

The  heart  represents  the  "plumb  bob"  symbolic  of  God  giving  instruction  to 
Amos,  the  love  of  God,  and  our  call  as  United  Methodist  Women  "from 
complacent  self-indulgence  to  a renewed  commitment  to  justice,  love  and  peace. 

The  three  windows  represent  the  three  studies  through  which  we  may  catch 
glimpses  of  God  and  sometimes  see  shado\wy  reflections  of  ourselves  being 
called  to  discover  ways  God  wants  us  to"join  in  the  ongoing  task  of  creating  a just 
society." 

The  women  holding  hands  around  the  disc  represent  women  around  the 
globe  in  solidarity,  (designed  by  Marty  Williams  of  Danville,  Arkansas)

Changes  in  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  have  been  made  by 
the  Women's  Division  regarding  the  Committee  on  Nominations  on 
all  levels-conference,  district  and  local-effective  with  the  fall  of 
1992  elections. 

For  all  levels: 

• Committee  on  Nominations  must  meet  a minimum  of  two 

times  a year. 

• Committee  on  Nominations  will  have  a rotating  member- 
ship of  four  classes,  rather  than  three.  Each  member  will  be 

elected  for  a four-year  term. 

• The  chairperson  will  be  elected  for  a two-year  term. 

• Only  lay  women  may  serve  as  elected  leaders.

STANDING  RULES 

(as  revised  2/11/92) 


LOCAL  UNITS 

1 . A new  unit  may  be  officially  reported  when  a quarterly  report  has  been  sent 
by  the  treasurer  of  the  new  unit  to  the  district  treasurer. 

2.  Support  for  projects  which  are  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  church-at- 
large  should  be  as  individual  member  of  the  church  rather  than  through  the 
treasuries  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

3.  a.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  confer 

ence  organization  on  the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
(100)  members,  or  a major  fraction  thereof,  provided  every  unit,  regard 
less  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 

b.  Members  of  each  unit  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  current 
Annual  Report  and  Directory,  unless  corrections  are  given  to  the 
conference  president  sixty  (60)  days  in  advance  of  the  annual  meeting. 

4.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district 
organization  on  the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members, 
or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided  each  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be 
entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 

5.  Elections  shall  be  held  in  September,  and  those  elected  shall  assume  their 
duties  January  1 of  the  following  year. 

6.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  local  unit,  or  the  inability  of 
the  treasurer  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the  unit 
shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Administrative  Committee  (or)  the 
Executive  Committee  if  there  is  no  Administrative  Committee)  to  draw  and 
sign  checks  on  behalf  of  the  unit. 

UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  IN  THE  DISTRICT 

1 . The  district  treasurer  shall  see  that  the  books  are  audited  annually  by  the 
public  accountant. 

2.  District  elections  shall  take  place  annually.  There  shall  be  opportunity  for 
nominations  from  the  floor.  Election  may  be  by  acclamation  or  ballot.  A 

majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election. 

3.  Those  elected  shall  assume  their  duties  upon  election,  except  the  treasurer, 
who  shall  assume  her  duties  on  January  1 following  the  election. 

4.  Thirty  (30)  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization,  each 
local  unit  shall  be  sent  registration  forms  for  the  meeting  and  the  list  of 
nominees  for  elected  leadership  in  the  district  organization. 

5.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district 
organization  on  the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members, 
or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided  every  unit,  regardless  of  size  shall  be 
entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 

6.  The  voting  membership  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  shall 
be  the  delegates  from  the  local  units  and  the  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  district  organization. 


• assist  in  organizing  new  units,  in  reactivating  units  which  have 
ceased  to  function,  and  in  assisting  units  where  help  is  needed; 

• Preside  over  any  subdistrict  meetings  which  may  be  held. 

8.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  district  organization,  or  the 
inability  of  the  treasurer  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president 
of  the  district  organization  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  by  the 
Administrative  Committee  to  draw  and  sign  checks  on  behalf  of  the  district 
organization. 

9.  The  time  between  the  election  of  the  treasurer  and  the  assumption  of  her 
duties  shall  be  a time  of  training  during  which  she  will  work  with  the 
incumbent  treasurer,  especially  in  preparing  the  fourth  quarterly  report.  The 
treasurer-elect  shall  attend  all  Finance  and  Executive  Committee  meetings 
and  training  events  occurring  during  this  interim  period. 

10.  The  District  Committee  on  Program  may  work  with  the  local  Committee  on 
Program  in  the  development  of  programs  and  activities  which  are  integral  to 
the  purpose. 


UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  IN  THE  CONFERENCE 
FUNDS 

1 . United  Methodist  Women  shall  support  projects  which  are  the  financial 
responsibility  of  the  church-at-large  as  individual  church  members  rather  than 
through  the  treasuries  of  the  organized  units  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

2.  Expenses  for  all  members  attending  any  authorized  meeting  of  a standing 
committee  or  task  group  shall  be  paid  by  the  conference,  unless  expenses  are 
otherwise  provided. 

3.  a.  Members  of  the  conference  Executive  Committee  shall  receive  ex 

penses  for  attendance  at  meetings  of  that  committee  and  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  conference  organization  according  to  GUIDELINES 
approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

b.  Each  officer  shall  receive  expenses  for  promoting  the  work  of  her 
office. 

c.  All  expense  vouchers  shall  include  itemize  listings,  with  receipts,  of 
expenses  (postage,  duplicating,  motel,  etc.)  for  which  payment  is 
requested. 

d.  Duplicating  letters  or  other  materials  in  quantity  shall  be  done,  after 
investigation,  at  the  least  expense  appropriate  to  the  purpose  for  which 
the  materials  are  to  be  used. 

4.  Thirteen  (13)  cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed  for  travel  by  car.  When  a van 
IS  used,  with  six  (6)  or  more  people  in  the  pool,  mileage  will  be  paid  at  25  cents 
a mile.  No  mileage  will  be  paid  to  anyone  who  chooses  not  to  carpool.  Any 
exception  will  be  voted  on  by  the  Conference  Administrative  Committee. 
When  district  and  conference  officers  travel  together  with  expense  provided 
by  the  respective  organizations,  they  shall  submit  pro  rata  shares  of  the 
expenses  of  these  groups.  Other  riders  shall  assume  their  share  of  the 


a.  A district  may  be  organized  into  subdistricts  to  facilitate  the  work  of  the 
United  Methodist  Women  within  the  district.  A subdistrict  leader  shall 
be  elected  as  part  of  the  district  elected  leadership. 

b.  If  a subdistrict  meeting  is  held,  the  District  Executive  Committee  shall 
assist  the  subdistrict  leader  in  determining  program  emphasis  for  the 
meeting. 

c.  If  an  offering  is  taken  at  a subdistrict  meeting,  expenses,  excluding 
refreshments  and/or  flowers,  may  be  deducted  before  remittance  is 
made  to  the  district  treasurer. 

d The  duties  of  the  subdistrict  leader  shall  be  to: 

• maintain  contact,  both  personally  and  other  ways  of  communication, 
with  the  units  in  her  subdistrict, 

• publicize  all  activities  of  the  district;

6.  At  the  end  of  the  calendar  year,  the  district  treasurer  must  account  to  the 
conference  treasurer  for  the  use  of  Administration  and  Membership  Devel- 
opment funds  received,  and  the  balance  on  hand.  Each  district  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  retain  a portion  of  their  Administration  and  Membership  Develop 
ment  funds  as  an  advance  toward  the  next  year's  budget.  Any  amount  in 
excess  shall  be  returned  to  the  conference  treasurer  clearly  marked  as 
unused  Administration  and  Membership  Development  funds. 


The  conference  organization  may  set  aside  an  amount  for  administration  and 
membership  expenses  of  the  conference,  a contribution  to  the  jurisdiction 
fund  for  administration  and  membership  development,  and  for  remittances  to 
the  districts  for  administration  and  membership  development.  The  exact 
amount  of  the  fund  to  be  set  aside  shall  be  decided  annually  by  the  Executive 
Committee  on  recommendation  from  the  Committee  on  Finances.

1.  Those  persons  listed  in  Women's  Division  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  1989- 
1 992,  shall  be  members  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee.  In  addition 
the  following  persons  shall  be  members  of  the  Conference  Executive 
Committee:  the  historian;  editor;  chairpersons  of  standing  committee,  and 
the  spouse  of  the  bishop,  who  shall  be  an  honorary  vice  president. 

2.  Chairpersons  of  Task  Groups  shall  be  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Program. 

3.  a.  Each  standing  committee  and  task  group  shall  be  allowed  one  meeting 

a year,  in  addition,  to  those  meetings  which  can  be  held  in  conjunction 
with  a larger  group  meeting,  such  as  the  Executive  Committee. 

b.  If  a committee  or  task  group  needs  more  than  one  additional  meeting 
(or  described  above),  the  meeting  shall  be  approved  by  the  Administra- 
tive Committee. 

4.  The  Conference  Committee  on  Membership  shall  include  those  persons 
listed  in  the  Conference  Bylaws,  and  in  addition,  the  chairperson  of  the 
district  Committees  on  Membership. 


f.  Draft  resolutions  which  may  be  referred  to  the  committee,  in  the 
interest  of  facilitating  the  work  of  the  conference  organization. 

g.  Review  all  guidelines  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference 
Executive  Committee. 

7.  a.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Annual  Report  and  Directory  composed 

of  the  secretary,  who  serves  as  chairperson,  the  president,  and  the 
treasurer.  Other  persons  needed  to  facilitate  the  work  of  the  commit 
tee  may  be  appointed  by  the  president  in  consultation  with  the  secre 
tary. 

b.  The  committee  shall  edit  and  publish  the  Annual  Report  and  Directory, 
as  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

8.  a.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Place  of  Annual  Meeting  composed  of 

three  persons,  whose  chairperson  shall  be  a conference  officer.  The 
president  shall  appoint  the  members  of  the  committee  and  name  the 
chairperson. 

b.  The  committee  shall  select  suitable  places  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
conference  organization  and  report  their  availability  one  year  in  advance 
of  the  meeting.  Whenever  possible,  the  committee  shall  alternate  the 
meetings  among  the  geographical  areas  of  the  conference. 


5.  a.  The  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  be  composed  of  nine 
(9)  persons,  including  the  chairperson. 

b.  The  chairperson  shall  be  elected  by  the  conference  organization  for  a 
term  of  two  years  during  her  four  year  term  . While  serving  as 
chairperson,  she  shall  be  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

c.  A person  filling  an  unexpired  term  on  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
shall  rotate  off  the  committee  with  the  class  of  her  predecessor, 
regardless  of  length  of  time  served. 


d.  In  addition  to  functions  listed  in  Conference  Bylaws,  the  conference 
committee  on  Nominations  shall  keep  an  accurate  and  up-to-date  file  on 
prospective  elected  leaders.  The  file  should  include,  as  a minimum, 
qualifications  and  skills  of  each  person  in  the  file;  offices  (if  any) 
previously  held,  especially  in  the  district  and/or  conference  organ- 
izations, length  of  time  served,  tenure  used  and  tenure  remaining. 

e.  Persons  elected  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  attend: 


1)  Nominations  NOTE  within  Conference  calendar  year  elected  at 
Division  expense. 

2)  Mid-year  Executive  Committee  at  Conference  expense. 

3)  School  of  Christian  Mission  at  Conference  expense. 

The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  twice  a year,  as  well  as  on  call  of  the 
Chairperson.  A member  missing  two  committee  meetings  in  a year, 
without  having  been  excused  by  the  chairperson,  shall  be  notified  by 
the  chairperson  that  she  will  be  replaced  on  the  committee. 

f.  Chairperson  of  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  elected  for  a 
two  year  term  will  be  included  in  the  pattern  of  attendance  for  the  1993 
Nominations  Training  Event,  in  addition  to  the  1/4  of  the  committee  that 
is  eligible  for  training  each  year. 


6,  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Standing  Rules  and  Guidelines,  for  a two  year 
term,  composed  of  seven  (7)  persons  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president 
and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee.  The  president  shall  name  the 
chairperson. 


The  functions  of  the  committee  shall  be  to: 


ELECTIONS 

1 . Elections  shall  take  place  annually  in  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  conference 
organization.  Officers  shall  be  elected  for  a two  (2)  year  term.  There  shall  be 
opportunity  for  nominations  from  the  floor  by  a duly  registered  delegate, 
provided  the  person  being  nominated  is  eligible  for  the  office  and  has  given 
consent  to  her  name  to  be  placed  in  nomination. 

2.  Elections  shall  be  by  ballot  except  that,  when  there  is  only  one  nominee  for 
an  office,  the  election  may  be  by  voice  vote.  A majority  vote  shall  constitute 
election. 

3.  Those  elected  shall  assume  their  duties  immediately,  except  the  treasurer, 
who  shall  assume  her  duties  on  January  1 following  the  election. 

SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION 

1 . The  Dean  and  the  Assistant  Dean  shall  be  elected  from  current  members  of 
the  Committee  of  School  of  Christian  Mission  no  later  than  the  preceding 
school.  Serving  as  Assistant  Dean  does  not  guarantee  becoming  dean. 

2.  A subsidy  to  be  determined  on  an  annual  basis  shall  be  paid  for  all  elected 
leadership  of  the  district  organizations  of  United  Methodist  Women,  includ 
ing  subdistrict  chairpersons,  who  fully  participate  in  the  School  of  Christian 
Mission. 

3.  An  amount  up  to  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  may  be  allowed  annually  for  the 
purchase  of  audiovisual  resources  pertinent  to  the  current  studies  and 
mission  emphases.  These  material  shall  be  selected  by  the  Mission  Coordi- 
nator for  Global  Concerns  In  consultation  with  the  dean  of  the  School  of 
Christian  Mission  and  shall  be  placed  in  the  Audio-Visual  Library  of  the 
Conference  Council  on  Ministries  for  use  throughout  the  conference. 

ANNUAL  MEETING 

1 . Each  local  unit  shall  receive  registration  forms,  the  list  of  nominees  for 
elected  leadership  and  any  major  changes  recommended  in  Standing  Rules 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

2.  a.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  confer 

ence  organization  on  the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
(100)  members  or  major  fraction  therof,  provided  every  unit,  regardless 
of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 


a.  Review  and  edit  the  standing  rules  and  recommend  amendments  in 
keeping  with  new  legislation  and  terminology  adopted  by  Women's 
Division  and  in  keeping  with  conference  needs. 

b.  Draft  statements  of  standing  rules  changes  referred  to  it  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

c.  Interpret,  upon  request,  the  meaning  and  intent  of  bylaws  and  standing 
rules. 

d.  Prepare  copies  of  proposed  amendments  to  the  standing  rules  for 
distribution  to  the  annual  meeting. 

e.  Provide  a copy  of  the  approved  amendments  to  the  Secretary  for 


b.  Membership  of  each  local  unit  will  be  determined  according  to  the 
current  Annual  Report  and  Directory  of  the  Conference  organization, 
unless  corrections  are  given  to  the  conference  president  sixty  (60)  days 
prior  to  the  annual  meeting. 

3.  The  voting  membership  at  an  annual  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  the 
following  persons:  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  delegates 
from  the  local  units,  the  district  elected  officers,  the  spouse  of  the  resident 
bishop,  presidents  of  all  predecessor  organizations.

c.  This  event  shall  be  funded  by  the  conference. 

LEADERSHIP 

1 . There  shall  be  a conference  Historian  to  be  appointed  by  the  president  on  a 
two-year  basis  and  confirmed  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

2.  a.  The  time  between  the  election  of  the  treasurer  and  the  assumption  of 

her  duties  shall  be  a time  of  training  which  she  shall  work  with  the 
incumbent  treasurer,  especially  in  preparing  the  fourth  quarterly  report. 
The  treasurer-elect  shall  attend  all  Finance  and  Executive  Committee 
meetings  and  training  events  occurring  during  the  interim  period. 

b.  The  incumbent  treasurer  shall  conduct  the  training  for  the  district 
treasurers  at  the  District  Elected  Leaders  Training,  with  expenses 
allowed  according  to  the  guidelines  approved  by  the  Executive  Commit 
tee. 

c.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  conference  organization 
or  the  disability  of  the  treasurer  to  the  extent  that  she  is  unable  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the  conference 
organization  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  draw  and  sign 
checks  on  behalf  of  said  organization. 

3.  There  shall  be  an  Editor  appointed  on  a two  year  basis  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  duties  of  the  Editor  shall  be: 

a.  To  edit  the  conference  paper  in  consultation  with  the  Secretary  of 
Publicity  and  Public  Relations. 

b.  To  serve  as  liaison  person  with  the  printer  and  be  responsible  for 
having  the  paper  mailed  to  all  designated  persons. 

c.  If  the  editor  of  the  conference  paper  is  not  the  Secretary  of  Publicity  and 
Public  Relations,  she  shall  serve  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

SPECIAL  MISSION  RECOGNITION,  GIFTS,  MEMORIALS 

1 . When  women  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  consecrated  in  the 
diaconal  ministry,  or  when  they  are  ordained  elders  in  the  Annual  Conference 
they  shall  be  honored  with  a Thirty  (30)  dollar  gift  to  missions  through  the 
Special  Mission  Recognition  Plan  in  United  Methodist  Women.  When 
women  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  commissioned  long  or  short-term 
missionaries  by  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  they  shall  be  honored 
with  a Thirty  (30)  dollar  Special  Mission  Recognition  Plan. 

2.  Each  year  the  president  may  select,  in  consultation  with  the  Administrative 
Committee,  a person  to  be  the  recipient  of  a one  hundred  dollar  ($100)  gift  to 
missions  through  the  Special  Mission  Recognition  Plan,  the  presentation  to 
be  made  at  the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

3.  Upon  election,  women  from  Louisiana  Conference  who  serve  as  a director  of 
Women's  Division  or  an  officer  of  South  Central  Jurisdiction  shall  be  honored 
at  Annual  Meeting  with  a Gift  to  Mission. 

4.  When  death  occurs  among  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  a Memo 
rial  Gift  of  fifty  dollars  ($50)  will  be  sent  to  Women's  Division.  When  death 
occurs  to  members  of  their  immediate  families,  or  to  relatives  living  in  their 
homes,  an  In  Remembrance  Gift  of  twenty-five  ($25)  will  be  sent  as  a 
memorial. 


Voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a majority  vote  shall  constitute  nomination, 

d.  Nominations  shall  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Meeting  for  election. 

AMENDING,  DELETING,  OR  ADDING  STANDING  RULES 

1 , Standing  Rules  may  be  amended,  or  new  Standing  Rules  adopted,  by  majority 
vote  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  conference  organization.  Such  changes 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  published  in  the  Confer 
ence  Newsletter  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

RESOLUTION 

1 . In  order  to  qualify  for  a mailing  permit  in  the  name  of  the  United  Methodist 
Women,  Louisiana  Conference,  the  following  RESOLUTION  was  approved 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  conference  organization,  February  1978: 

Upon  motion  duly  made,  seconded,  and  unanimously  passed,  the  following 
RESOLUTION  modifying  the  Bylaws  of  the  Corporation  (Conference  Organiza 
tion)  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  (executive  Committee),  to  wit: 

'Be  it  resolved  that  the  Bylaws  of  the  United  Methodist  Women,  Louisiana 
Conference,  The  United  Methodist  Church,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  amended 
to  provide  that  any  and  all  net  assets  remaining  after  the  liquidation  or 
dissolution  of  the  corporation  (Conference  Organization),  shall  be  transferred 
and  delivered  as  soon  as  practicable  to  such  charitable,  religious,  educational, 
or  other  eleemosynary  institutions  of  this  corporation  (Conference  Organiza 
tion),  provided  that  the  provisions  of  Internal  Revenue  Code  Section  501  ...or 
such  similar  provisions  as  shall  then  be  in  force." 

a.  Mailing  permit  shall  be  obtained  by  editor  of  conference  newsletter.

Memorial  to 
Virginia  Davis 


"The  Prince  of  Peace,"  a bronze  sculpture  of  Christ  on  a donkey  by  the  artist  Moissaye 
Marans  is  on  permanent  display  at  The  Church  Center  for  the  United  Nations  in  New  Y ork  City. 
This  statue  was  commissioned  by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  Nebraska  in 
honor  of  their  Bishop  Kenneth  W,  Copeland  and  was  dedicated  on  April  16, 1967.  Bishop 
Copeland  served  as  president  of  the  Division  of  Peace  and  World  Order  of  the  Methodist  Board 
of  Christian  Social  Concerns,  served  the  Methodist  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Joint  Commis- 
sion on  Education  and  Cultivation. 

Virginia  Davis  Laskey,  president  of  the  Woman's  Division,  presided  at  the  dedication 
services  and  gave  the  statement  on  symbolism  of  the  sculpture  and  recognition  of  the  artist. 

A nineteen  inch  Alvastone  replica  of  this  statue  has  been  presented  to  Bishop  Oden  and 
the  Louisiana  Conference,  for  use  in  the  Conference  Headquarters  Building  in  Baton  Rouge, 
in  loving  memory  of  Virginia  Davis  Laskey  by  her  daughter,  Anne  Marie  Laskey  Kilpatrick 
and  her  entire  family.  Formal  presentation  was  made  during  the  1992  Annual  Conference. 

At  the  dedication  of  the  original  sculpture.  Bishop  Copeland  said,  "All  of  us  are  inspired 
with  his  creation.  The  artist  has  captured  what  1 believe  to  be  the  expressions  of  the  redemptive 
heartbeat  of  the  Master  who  gave  His  life  to  bring  peace  to  the  hearts  of  men."

The  area  served  by  the  Center  is  rated  one  of  the  poorest  neighborhoods  in  the 
country  based  on  per  capita  income.  Over  500  people  a day  come  to  Houchan  for 
day  care,  youth  activities,  adult  programs,  and  educational  programs. 

Darla  Rowley,  missionary  in  residence,  Mission  Encounter  participant 
emphasized  the  changing  nature  of  mission.  She  stressed  that  Christian 
Americans  need  to  act  as  Partners  in  Mission  and  stop  using  band-aids  to  treat 
the  problems  of  poverty  and  illiteracies  but  use  a surgical  approach  and  get  to 
the  core  of  the  problem  through  dialogue  and  education. 

Members  of  the  Task  Force  along  with  Dr.  George  Calvin,  Director  of  Special 
Ministries  joined  in  the  80th  year  celebration  of  the  Lydia  Patterson  Institute. 
Lydia  Patterson  Institute  is  the  only  remaining  United  Methodist  related 
prominently  hispanic  educational  institution  in  the  United  States. 

The  three  participants  were  able  to  tour  a portion  of  Juarez,  Mexico.  Following  the 
tour  of  Juarez,  all  three  came  to  the  realization  of  poverty  being  only  a river  away.

There  in  front  of  me  was  the 
innocence  of  a highly  active,  highly  inquisitive 
three  year  old,  requesting  of  me,  her  mother, 
nothing  more  than  the  taste  of  the  cake  in  the 
three-tiered  glass  case  and  a hamburger.  There 
also  in  front  of  me  were  eyes  full  of  bile  casting 
looks  on  my  child  that  to  this  day  still  haunt  me. 
Grown  men  and  women  dropped  their  forks  and 
lowered  their  newspapers  and  became  eerily 
still-their  eyes  reflecting  their  heated  hearts.  My 
maternal  instincts  dictated  protection.  Fight  or 
flee.  The  eyes  of  my  three  year  old  who  had 
unwittingly  placed  herself  in  the  middle  of  cen- 
turies of  conflict  revealed  something  else. 
Because  while  the  faces  of  the  people  gathered  at 
the  lunch  counter  of  the  downtown  KRESS 
DEPARTMENT  STORE  in  Lake  Charles, 
Louisiana  that  day  in  1957  reflected  an  America 
which  would  do  all  it  could  to  deny  her  existence, 
my  daughter,  in  her  delightful  ignorance  of 
hatred  and  of  law,  would  not  be  easily  denied.  In 
an  instant  I was  less  afraid  for  her  future.  Much 
less.  The  world  was  changing.  In  less  than  ten 
years  a civil  rights  bill  would  pass  congress  and 
finally  acknowledge  the  fact  that  the  denial  of 
rights  based  on  the  color  on  one’s  skin  is  ludi- 
crous and  was  a long  used  mechanism  to  make 
white  people  feel  superior.  Why  else  would  legis- 
lation and  tradition  dictate  that  a person  of 
African  heritage  be  assigned  the  worse  housing, 
inadequate  school  provisions,  inferior  wages 
while  doing  the  most  labor-intensive  work?  Why 
was  it  so  important  for  so  many  years  to  have 
black  people  sit  at  the  back  of  the  bus?  Eat  in  the 
kitchen  or  a back  room  of  a restaurant?  Use  a dif- 


ferent bathroom  or  use  the  bushes?  No  lie  can 
live  forever  and  that  is  the  lesson  gained  from  my 
daughter  that  day  in  1957. 

EYES  ON  THE  PRIZE,  brought  back  a flood 
of  memories.  There  really  was  no  way  for  me  to 
do  this  report  without  doing  personal  reflections. 
The  world  was  separate  in  Lake  Charles  in  1957 
and  to  some  degree  it  remains  so.  There  have 
been  changes  brought  on  basically  by  the  chang- 
ing of  laws  that  attempted  so  successfully  to  deny 
the  rights  of  a substantial  number  of  God’s  chil- 
dren. The  book  chronicles  the  years  of  the  Civil 
Rights  struggle  when  cataclysmic  changes  were 
wrought.  Many  times  at  huge  costs  but  always 
with  the  goal  of  freedom  and  progress.  My  hus- 
band and  I decided  that  we  would  no  longer  shop 
at  KRESS  DEPARTMENT  STORE  and  enlisted 
friends  to  refrain  from  buying  there  also. 

That  era  had  an  awesome  number  of  unsung 
heroes,  people  who  sacrificed  so  much  for  the 
goal.  It  is  the  movement  of  people  who  were  tired 
of  being  treated  like  dogs  or  mules  or  boys  and 
girls  and  found  that  getting  the  laws  changed 
would  have  to  be  the  first  step.  These  people 
woke  up  America  and  shook  it.  It  is  their  stories 
that  moved  me  so  much  and  make  me  think  that 
black  or  white,  it  is  your  story  too.  If  black,  and 
of  an  age  of  forty  or  more,  you  can  remember  per- 
sonal insults,  you  may  have  had  to  give  up  your 
seat  to  a white  person  who  got  on  the  bus  after 
you,  you  may  have  had  a door  slammed  in  your 
face  on  a literal  and/or  figurative  level,  if  white, 
you  may  have  thought  nothing  of  slamming  the 
door  in  the  face  of  a black  person  because  after 
all,  they  did  not  really  count  in  your  mind  since 
they  were  not  really  people,  if  white,  you  may 
have  joined  your  black  brothers  and  sisters  in  the 
struggle  knowing  that  no  one  is  truly  free  unless 
we  all  are.  If  black,  you  may  have  shied  away 
from  joining  any  organized  group  of  freedom 
fighters  because  you  had  a family  to  feed  and  the 
freedom  fighters  were  only  troublemakers.  It 
matters  not  what  your  choice  was  then.  It  mat- 
ters significantly  what  your  choice  is  now.

Coordinators  for  Christian  Social  Involvement  have 
the  privilege  of  helping  UMW  local  units  work  toward 
the  improvement  of  the  social,  economic,  environmen- 
tal, and  pohtical  conditions  that  affect  women  and 
children  throughout  the  world.  Our  Christian  respon- 
sibility is  to  put  our  faith  into  action  by  keeping  local 
units  informed  about  the  basic  activities  of  CSI.  They 
include: 

...strengthening  our  commitment  to  peace  and  justice 
for  all  of  God's  creations; 

...choosing  priority  issues  on  which  to  focus  District 
efforts  of  study  and  action,  while  considering  Confer- 
ence priorities; 

...involving  the  members  of  the  units  in  letter  writing 
campaigns  and  to  be  informed  regarding  legislative 
activites;  and 

...encouraging  the  use  of  the  Reading  Program. 

The  United  Methodist  Church  has  a long  history  of 
concern  for  social  justice.  Its  members  have  often  taken 
positions  on  controversial  issues  involving  Christian 
principles.  Early  Methodists  expressed  their  opposi- 
tion to  the  slave  trade,  to  smuggling,  and  to  the  cruel 
treatment  of  prisoners. 

A social  creed  was  adopted  by  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  1908,  and  has  been  revised  and  adopted 
by  the  General  Conference  of  the  UMC.  The  Principles 
are  a prayerful  and  thoughtful  effort  to  speak  to  the 
human  issues. ..from  a biblical  and  theological  founda- 
tion. During  a recent  Interfaith/Impact  meeting  in 
Washington,  D.  C.,  the  United  Methodist  Women  were 
asked  to  join  a letter  writing  campaign  to  elected  Rep- 
resentatives and  Senators  expressing  their  views.  A 
simple  hand  written  letter  is  the  most  effective  way  of 
contracting  your  Congressman.  You  may  consult  your 
copy  of  the  Social  Principles  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church  to  learn  how  your  church  stands  on  some  of  the 
issues  which  are  before  us.  Some  topics  for  your 
consideration  in  writing  are: 

1)  Major  Environmental  Protection  Laws:  Safe  Drink- 
ing Water  Act,  Clean  Air  Act,  Clean  Water  Act,  Endan- 
gered Species  Act,  Wetlands  protection. 

2)  Regulation  of  tobacco  by  the  Food  & Drug  Admin- 
istration: 400,000  Americans  will  die  this  year  from 
smoking  related  diseases. 

3)  Hunger  and  Poverty:  Low  Income  Housing,  Head 
Start,  Program  for  Women  - Infants  - & Children  (WIC), 
Block  Grants  to  States 

4)  International  Justice  and  Peace:  Military  Spending, 
Trident  II  --  Nuclear  Missile,  B2  Bomber,  Nuclear  Test- 
ing and  Proliferation 

5)  Civil  and  Human  Rights:  Crime,  Assault  Weapons 
Ban,  Racial  Justice  Act,  Violence  Against  Women  Act, 
Immigrant  Rights

6)  Cultural  Etiquette:  A guide  for  the  Well-Intentioned,  by  Amoja  Three  Rivers.  A 
very  small  book  which  will  shake  up  even  the  least  racist  person  - how  many  types

The  alert  comes  from  Admiral  Dessie  Mae  bass,  executive 
secretary  for  MemberSHIP.  Admiral  bass  states, " . . .the  purpose  of  the 
campaign  is  to  recruit,  maintain  and  sustain  the  organi2ation  of  United 
Methodist  Women  and  to  generate  new  enthusiasm  for  full  participation  in 
mission  with  women,  children,  and  youth."

RUG -MARK  CAMPAIGN 

To  fulfill  the  goal  of  the  Campaign  for  Children  to 
"Make  the  World  Safe  for  Children,"  the  Women’s 
Division  has  joined  the  Child  Labor  Coalition  to 
work  toward  ending  child  labor  exploitation.  Cur- 
rently over  one  million  children  are  enslaved  to  work 
in  the  carpet  industry.  Some  are  kidnapped  from 
their  homes  or  sold  into  bonded  slavery,  denied  an 
education,  and  exposed  to  inhumane  working  con- 
ditions. 

United  Methodist  Women  can  promote  carpet 
made  without  child  labor  through  the  Rug-Mark 
Campaign.  The  Rug-Mark  is  a label  affixed  to 
carpets  whose  manufacturers  have  agreed  not  to 
use  child  labor.  Members  of  UMW  are  encouraged 
to  engage  in  actions  to  bring  about  an  end  to  child 
slavery  in  the  carpet  industry.  One  specific  action 
suggested  is  to  gather  signatures  on  a petition, 
"Consumers  Demand  Carpets  with  the  RUG-MAFIK 
Label."

"It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Christian  Social  Involvement 
Coordinator  to  inform  her  members  of  current  social,  eco- 
nomic, and  political  issues,  promote  the  legislative  action 
recommended  by  the  United  Methodist  church,  and  to  promote 
Peace  with  Justice  for  all  people."  (statement  by  Nell  Inman  at 
DELT) 

During  the  past  year,  I have  received  correspondence  from 
the  staff  of  the  Women's  Division  regarding  the  Methodist 
Church's  stand  on  some  issues.  The  main  concern  this  past  year 
has  been  the  effect  of  national  budget  cuts  on  women  and 
children.  United  Methodist  women  have  been  urged  to  contact 
their  elected  members  of  Congress  to  let  them  know  the  stand 
of  the  Methodist  church  on  issues  such  as  gun  control,  educa- 
tion, environmental  concerns,  and  protection  of  the  most  help- 
less among  us,  America's  children. 

The  problems  that  too  many  children  face  are  very  real,  but 
they  can  be  changed  by  dedicated  individuals,  groups,  and 
congregations  in  America.  The  Bible  contains  many  instances 
of  the  image  and  power  of  small  things  that  achieve  great  things 
when  they  are  grounded  in  faith:  a mustard  seed  a stick,  a 
slingshot,  and  a widow's  mite.  Each  and  every  one  of  us  can 
make  a difference  in  the  lives  of  the  world's  children.  We  can 
succeed  in  translating  this  awareness  of  child  poverty,  drug 
abuse  , and  violence  if  we  care  enough  to  become  involved. 
How  can  we  make  our  voices  heard?  As  Christians,  we  can  use 
our  gift  of  citizenship  in  ministry  for  those  in  our  society  with 
no  power  of  their  own— the  children. 

All  UMW  members  can  exercise  their  citizenship  by  going 
to  the  poll  and  voting.  May  I present  some  afterthoughts  about 
voting.  In  1645  one  vote  gave  Oliver  Cromwell  control  of 
England.  In  1649  one  vote  caused  Charles  1 of  England  to  be 
executed.  In  1776  one  vote  gave  America  the  English  language 
instead  of  German.  In  1 845  one  vote  brought  Texas  into  the 
Union.  In  1 868  one  vote  saved  President  Andrew  Johnson  from 
impeachment.  IN  1923  one  vote  gave  Adolph  Hitler  leadership 
of  the  Nazi  Party. 

In  the  19th  century  a famous  author,  Elizabeth  Barrett 
Browning,  expressed  her  concern  for  the  children  of  England  in 
this  poem: 

The  Cry  of  the  Children 

Do  you  hear  the  children  weeping,  O my  brothers? 

Ere  the  sorrow  comes  with  years? 

They  are  leaning  their  young  heads  against  their  mothers 
And  that  cannot  stop  their  tears. 

The  young  lambs  are  bleating  in  the  meadows. 

The  young  birds  are  chirping  in  the  nest. 

The  young  fawns  are  playing  with  the  shadows. 

The  young  flowers  are  blowing  toward  the  west— 

But  the  young,  young,  children,  O my  brothers. 

They  are  weeping  bitterly! 

They  are  weeping  in  the  playtime  of  the  others. 

In  the  country  of  the  free.

.tjstelle  Darsey  Dameron  was  born  on  November  17, 
1906  in  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana.  She  was  educated  at 
Louisiana  State  University,  Scarritt  College  and  IlifFTheologi- 
cal  Seminary  at  Denver,  Colorado.  She  married  George 
Walton  Dameron  andhad one  son,  G.W.  Dameron,  Jr.  Sheand 
Rev.  Dameron  served  churches  in  Louisiana  and  retired  to  live 
at  Pineville,  Louisiana  where  Estelle  lived  for  more  than  30 
years.  She  died  on  January  28,  1996. 

Estelle’s  first  office  in  the  Women’s  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  was  in  1930.  This  was  also  when  she  received  a Life 
Membership  pin  from  her  church.  She  was  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Church  from  1952  to 
1956  and  served  as  Louisiana  Conference  president  of  the 
Women’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  fi-om  1962  to  1966.  She 
felt  very  honored  to  be  president  during  the  25th  Anniversary 
year  in  1965.  She  continued  to  serve  as  a volunteer  for  many 
years  following  her  tenure  as  an  elected  leader.  She  was  an 
outstanding  leader,  mentor  and  guide,  as  well  as  a source  of 
quiet  strength  and  bold  com'age. 

There  are  three  examples  of  Estelle  as  a woman  and  a 
leader  that  are  important  to  share.  On  one  occasion,  she  told 
about  her  extreme  shyness  when  meeting  people.  As  a little  girl , 
she  would  often  cross  the  street  rather  than  meet  someone 
coming  toward  her.  Yet,  she  became  a great  leader  and  travelled 
the  United  States  working  tirelessly  for  her  God.  Her  faith  in 
God  was  so  central  to  who  she  was  as  a woman  that  she  had 
the  courage  to  overcome  her  shyness. 

Even  as  a young  girl,  Estelle  had  difficulty  with  her 
vision.  What  a remarkable  difference  in  her  life  when  her 
family  realized  that  she  could  not  see  well.  Her  joy  at  being 
able  to  see  to  read  a book  brought  tears  to  her  eyes  as  she  told 
the  stoiy  many  decades  after  the  miracle  of  glasses  opened  the 
world  of  learning  and  reading.  She  and  I talked  nearly  every 
Saturday  for  about  15  years  and  we  often  discussed  books  she 
was  reading.  Learning  and  growing  was  for  her  a natural  part 
of  her  being. 


Through  her  jurisdiction  and  Board  of  Missions  work, 
Estelle  became  aware  of  the  importance  of  School  of  Chris- 
tian Mission.  She  was  a member  of  the  planning  group  for 
the  first  Regional  S.C.M.  which  was  hold  at  Southern  Meth- 
odist University  and  stretched  form  Florida  to  New  Mexico. 
She  was  also  instrumental  in  beginning  the  Louisiana 
Conference  S.C.M.  Leading  in  new  paths  that  have  had  a 
profound  impact  upon  thousands  of  women  and  men  speaks 
of  her  organizational  skills  and  determination  to  persevere. 

In  an  oral  interview  with  Mrs.  Jack  S.  Wingeart  in  1981, 
Estelle  said:  "The  mission  of  our  organization  is  basic  to  our 
on  going;  its  basic  to  our  understanding  of  the  world  of  which 
we  are  apart;  its  basic  to  the  fact  that  we  have  to  think  in 
global  terms  if  we  are  going  to  be  the  persons  we  are  called 
to  be  as  Christians.  I have  learned  more,  had  my  vision 
enl  ar  ge  d an  d gaine  d a better  understanding  of  people  through 
the  studies  at  School  of  Christian  Mission  than  through  any 
training  I had  at  the  University.” 

It  is  only  fitting  that  she  be  remembered  by  the  women  of 
the  Louisiana  Conference  with  the  Estelle  Dameron  School 
of  Christian  Mission  Scholarships,  begun  in  1981.  She  truly 
believed  in  the  value,  mission  and  purpose  of  the  SCM.  The 
scholarships  enable  women  and  men  to  participate  when 
otherwise  they  could  not.  Let  us  keep  her  remarkable 
presence  among  us,  inspiring  us  and  future  generations  to 
"...  expand  concepts  of  mission  through  participation  in  the 
global  ministries  of  the  church."

A group  of  United  Methodist  Women  composed  of  representatives 
from  each  district  of  the  conference  participated  in  a "Hands  On"  experi- 
ence at  the  Dulac  Cooperative  Ministry  at  Dulac,  Louisiana,  on  October  20- 
22, 1996.  Pat  Cobb,  Louisiana  Conference  President  and  Team  Leader, 
stated  that  the  general  purpose  was: 

"To  better  understand  the  role  of  UMW  in  mission  through 
specific  projects/programs  of  the  Women's  Division. 

To  provide  new  interest  and  motivate  apathetic  members, 
to  stimulate  and  excite  potential  new  members, 
aid  in  interpreting  "Where  the  Money  Goes", 
relate  our  Biblical  understandings  to  the  call  to  be  in  mission 
through  concerns  for  social  justice." 

Donna  Kay  Campbell,  the  new  Director  of  Dulac,  volunteers  Alice 
and  Rock  Rothrock,  and  the  Native  Americans  gave  the  group  a warm 
welcome.  The  Mission  encourages  visiting  teams  to  participate  in  VIM. 
Delicious  "Cajun"  food  was  prepared  by  members  of  the  Clanton  Chapel 
United  Methodist  Church;  Rev.  Kirby  A.  Verret  is  the  pastor.  The  group 
enjoyed  touring  the  mission,  worship  experiences,  sharing  dormitory 
sleeping  facilities  is  the  large  trailers,  and  working  together. 

The  women  brought  work  clothes  and  comfortable  shoes  and 
painted  a green  fence,  sorted  various  materials  to  be  boxed  and  donated  to 
Goodwill,  swept  the  floor  in  the  future  church  building,  cleaned  out  debris 
and  carried  stacks  of  lumber  to  a better  location.  The  building  was  a former 
Army  Chapel  which  was  shipped  in  to  Dulac  by  a barge  for  $1200.  Other 
women  worked  in  the  Carl  and  Mildred  Brunson  library  by  cataloging  and 
sorting  books  and  reading  materials.  Crafts  decorating  the  library  were 
made  by  the  members  of  the  Houma  Nation  and  are  for  sale. 

The  Christian  Preschool  room  in  the  LSU  Extension  Building  is 
supported  by  United  Methodist  Women  and  used  by  the  Mission  Workers 
and  Native  Americans;  some  of  the  UMW  mission  team  taught  the 
children.  A Headstart  program  is  available  for  the  community.  Several 
sewing  machines  were  set  up  ready  for  a class  as  well  as  several  computers 
set  up  for  college  classes  conducted  by  Nicholls  State  University  in 
Thibodeaux.  All  programs  and  services  emphasize  meeting  educational 
and  recreational  needs. 

During  one  evening,  Mrs.  Florestine  Billiet  taught  some  women 
how  to  weave  the  lovely  baskets  from  dried  palmetto.  Florestine  could  not 
speak  English,  but  she  communicated  with  them  and  some  persons  did 
learn  how  to  weave.  The  women  learned  a great  deal  about  their  church's 
work  in  mission  in  Louisiana.  In  appreciation  to  the  people  of  the  Dulac 
Cooperative  Ministry,  Pat  Cobb  presented  a check  to  Donna  Kay  Campbell 
for  use  in  the  Mission  work  of  Dulac.

Visioning  Justice  & Hope 


As  people  of  faith,  we  are  inheritors  of  a vision  of  justice  and 
hope.  Because  we  are  followers  of  Christ,  we  are  challenged  to  seek  ways 
to  combat  hopelessness  even  in  the  midst  of  violence  and  greed.  Our  faith 
empowers  us  to  forgive  those  who  have  wronged  us  and  to  seek  forgiveness 
from  those  we’ve  hurt.  This  involves  both  personal  and  corporate  repen- 
tance. 

Over  the  centuries,  the  image  of  a promised  land  has  inspired 
both  persons  seeking  conquest  and  those  seeking  liberation.  Joshua  has 
stimulated  hopes  for  freedom  and  has  been  used  to  justify  conquest, 
opp'ession  and  exclusion.  In  Joshua,  generations  have  found  the  story  of 
a people  blessed  by  God,  who  forged  their  collective  identity  by  taking  land 
and  establishing  a nation.  For  these  people,  nationhood  merged  with  the 
landscape.  But  land  was  more  than  territory,  it  was  a gift  of  God  and  the 
people  were  to  be  its  caretakers,  respecting  the  land  and  living  justly  with 
each  other  and  their  neighbors. 

Today,  around  the  world,  those  with  power  recognize  that  land 
is  basic  to  maintaining  and  even  increasing  that  power.  Economic  and 
social  policies  favor  the  rich,  forcing  more  and  more  persons  to  leave  the 
land  of  their  inheritance  and  crowd  into  ever-growing  cities.  Violent 
conflict  rooted  in  unjust  economic  and  poUtical  systems  arises  when  hope 
for  relief  from  oppression  seems  impossible.  Adjacent  groups  along  the 
fault  lines  between  civilizations  struggle,  often  violently,  over  control  of 
territory  and  each  other.  Nowhere  are  these  struggles  more  apparent  than 
in  land  movements  today  in  Brazil  or  among  the  many  competing  interests 
of  persons  living  within  the  United  States. 

Only  as  we.confront  and  confess  the  abuse  of  power  in  ourselves, 
in  others,  and  in  controlling  systems,  repent  of  its  evil,  and  commit 
ourselves  anew  to  justice,  can  we  hope  to  share  a message  of  forgiveness 
and  reconciliation  for  all.  This  is  our  mission. 

Joyce  and  I look  forward  to  seeing  you  at  Centenary  in  July.  We 
invite  you  to  participate  in  the  studies;  "Joshua  and  the  Land,”  "Brazil,"  and 
"Christians  Living  in  the  Midst  of  a Violent  Society."  The  children  will 
study,  "A  Call  to  Hope."

(2)  to  provide  training  in  the  basic  job  responsibilities  of 
Conference  elected  leaders  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

It  was  a great  experience  to  interact  with 
other  women  from  all  around  the  country;  to  know  what 
they  are  doing  and  plan  to  do;  and  to  realize  that  we  as 
United  Methodist  Women  are  very  like-minded.  I may 
not  have  learned  much  about  specific  things  to  do  In  my 
job,  but  after  reading  all  the  pounds  of  literature  and 
handouts,  I should  know  what  my  responsibilities  are.

SOCIAL  ACTION

Dear  Sisters  in  Christ: 

The  New  Year  has  ushered  in  new  opportunities  of 
service  as  well  as  challenges  for  thoughtful  activity.  I have 
received  several  communications  from  the  Women's  Division 
which  require  various  kinds  of  action  on  the  District  and  Local 
levels. 

During  the  month  of  June  our  churches  will  observe 
Peace  with  Justice  Week.  The  theme  will  be  "Irving  Your 
Neighbor:  Living  With  Your  Neighbor."  The  scripture  lesson 
will  be  Luke  10:25-37.  Peace  with  Justice  Week  is  celebrating 
fifteen  years  of  congregations  and  communities  taking  time  out 
to  recommit  to  the  struggle  for  justice,  at  home  and  all  around 
the  world.  Strength  comes  from  working  together  for  peace. 
The  PWJW  packet  may  be  ordered  from:  PWJW,  Office  for 
World  Community,  475  Riverside  Drive,  Room  670,  New 
York,  NY  10115-0050.  There  will  be  an  essay  contest  for  the 
youth  of  the  LA  UMC  in  grades  9-12  with  each  District  Winner 
receiving  a certificate  and  $100.00  cash  prize.  The  contest  is 
sponsored  by  the  LA  Bd.  of  Church  & Society.  Further  details 
will  be  listed  in  your  Conference  Newspaper.  Urge  your  youth 
to  participate. 

The  Women's  Division  met  in  October  and  made  the 
following  recommendation:  That  the  Women's  Division  sup- 
port the  US  Campaign  to  Ban  Landmines'  cross-country  bus 
tour,  by  urging  local  members  to  participate  in  events  at  tour 
stops.  In  order  to  continue  pressure  on  the  Clinton  Administra- 
tion, and  to  show  the  strength  of  public  support  to  the  total  ban 
treaty,  the  US  Campaign  organized  a cross-country  bus  tour. 
The  team  did  not  visit  Louisiana;  however,  our  UMW  women 
should  continue  to  write  or  call  Washington. 

Another  issue  of  importance  is  the  fact  that  two  bills 
are  pending  in  the  US  Congress  on  the  issue  of  child  labor:  (1) 
Child  Labor  Free  Consumer  Information  Act  of  1997— S.  554 
and  HR  1301.  Lead  Sponsors:  Senator  Tom  Harkin  and  Rep. 
George  Miller.  (2)  Child  Labor  Deterrence  Act-S  332  and  HR 
1 328.  Lead  Sponsors:  Sen.  TomHarkin  and  Rep.  Barney  Frank. 
ACTION:  Contact  your  legislators  to  ask  that  they  become  co- 
sponsors of  these  bills. 

A petition  will  be  circulated  at  a later  date  urging  the 
President  and  the  Congress  to  lift  human  rights  standards 
around  the  world  and  to  end  sweatshop  abuses.  Working 
together,  people  will  be  asked  to  sign  the  petition  calling  for  an 
end  to  child  labor  and  sweatshops. 

In  the  Nov.  UMW  Mission  Update  published  by  the 
Women's  Division,  "the  directors  voted  that  the  Women's 
Division  would  begin  to  model  environmental  responsibility 
with  respect  to  dioxin  contamination.  To  do  this,  the  Division 
will  use  chlorine-free  paper  for  all  its  copying  and  publishing 
needs;  switch  to  chlorine-free  products  wherever  possible  in  all 
its  off iCes  and  facilities;  and  encourage  UMW  and  the  rest  of  the 
GBGM  to  do  likewise.  Dioxin  has  been  linked  to  a variety  of 
reproductive  cancers,  including  breast  cancer.  The  pulp  and 
paper  industry  is  one  of  three  major  sources  of  dioxin  in  the 
US."

Andrews  of  Lincoln,  NE,  received  the  annual

award. 

Ms.  Williams  plans  to  look  at  communities 
throughout  the  Mid-West,  the  contaminants  of 
ground  water,  and  how  these  pollution  sources 
affect  the  economically  challenged,  women,  and 
children.  From  the  data  she  collects,  Ms.  Williams 
will  develop  an  educational  booklet  and  film  as  a 
model  that  any  community  or  church  can  use  to 
develop  strategies  to  address  environmental 
problems. 

Ms.  Andrews  plans  to  travel  to  Israel,  to  formally 
and  informally  study  Arabic,  and  research  how 
language  is  used  to  dominate  another  group  of 
people.  She  plans  to  examine  in  which  situations 
Arabic  or  Hebrew  is  used  and  how  the  speakers 
control  those  situations.  “By  studying  the  use  of 
Israel’s  principle  languages,  I will  examine  the 
Israeli’s  attempts  to  include  or  exclude,  support 
or  block  the  Palestinians,”  says  Ms.  Andrews. 

Recent  Hate  Crimes  Prompt  Women’s  Division 
Action 

October  19,  1998  --  Directors  of  the  Women’s 
Division  of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries 
of  The  United  Methodist  Church  spent  some  of 
their  justice  priorities  committee  time  in  Stamford, 
CT,  at  their  annual  meeting  ironing  out  the  details 
of  Women’s  Division  actions,  which  implement 
General  Conference  resolutions  addressing  hate 
crimes. 

Women’s  Division  directors  voted  to: 

• encourage  United  Methodist  Women  members 
to  organize  and  advocate  for  stronger  hate 
crime  laws, 

• provide  Biblically  based  resources  that  address 
hate  crimes  and  intolerance, 

• provide  funding  to  local,  community-based 
networks  who  educate  for  tolerance  and 
support  victims  of  hate  crimes, 

• track  hate  crimes  across  the  nation,  and 


• educate  United  Methodist  Women  members 
and  others  about  hate,  language  intolerance, 
stereotypes,  prejudice/bigotry,  and  advocacy 
around  these  issues. 

The  Women’s  Division  actions,  brought  to  light 
by  recent  violent  attacks,  are  in  response  to 
General  Conference  resolutions  on  global  racism 
and  its  violation  of  human  rights  (The  Book  of 
Resolutions,  pg.  256)  and  teens  at  risk  who  are 
dealing  with  questions  of  sexual  orientation  (The 
Book  of  Discipline,  para  66  H). 

Mission  Personnel  Put  Faces  and  Stories  with 
Their  Projects 

October  19,  1998  --  Torture  in  East  Timor. 
Women  on  drugs  in  Brooklyn.  Immigrants 
seeking  legal  status  in  Virginia.  And,  women 
working  to  revitalize  their  community  and  families 
in  Philadelphia. 

Four  mission  personnel  put  faces  and  stories  with 
their  projects  dealing  with  these  issues  to  help 
directors  better  understand  what  the  funds  of 
United  Methodist  Women  support. 

This  year,  the  Women’s  Division  voted  to  give  $2.4 
million  to  mission  personnel,  which  include 
deaconesses,  church  and  community  center 
workers,  US-2s  and  mission  interns. 

Rebecca  Asedillo,  is  a deaconess  and  peace  with 
justice  educator.  Asedillo’s  work  stems  from  a 
General  Conference  resolution  calling  for 
increased  awareness  about  the  situation  in  East 
Timor.  General  Conference,  which  meets  every 
four  years,  is  the  decision-making  body  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church. 

Allison  Blount,  a church  and  community-center 
worker,  the  only  male  working  at  the  all-women 
Anchor  House  Women’s  Treatment  Facility  in 
Brooklyn,  NY,  uses  the  Christian-centered  12-step 
process  to  help  its  residents  overcome  substance 
abuse. 

Laura  Folkwein,  is  a US-2  or  two-year  young  adult 
missioner  within  the  country  who  works  at  Just 
Neighbors  Ministry  in  Falls  Creek,  Virginia.  A 3- 
year-old  instimtion  started  by  United  Methodist 
Women  members.  Just  Neighbors  provides  free 
immigration  legal  services. 

Wendy  Hudson,  a mission  intern  who  serves  one 
year  overseas  and  one  year  in  the  United  States,  is 
a community  organizer,  developer,  and  social 
services  expert  in  the  Frankford  neighborhood  of 
North  Philadelphia,  an  economically  destitute 
area. 


“These  examples  are  just  a fraction  of  the  work  of 
mission  personnel,’’  says  Connie  Takamine, 
treasurer  for  the  Women’s  Division.  “But  the 
broad  range  of  work  the  mission  personnel  does 
around  the  world  is  an  incredible  witness  to  the 
presence  of  Jesus  Christ.’’ 

The  Women’s  Division  represents  United 
Methodist  Women,  a one-million  member 
organization  whose  purpose  is  to  foster  spiritual 
growth,  develop  leaders  and  advocate  for  justice. 
Members  raise  more  than  $20  million  a year  for 
programs  and  projects  related  to  women,  children 
and  youth  in  the  United  States  and  in  more  than 
100  countries  around  the  world.

The  purpose  is  to  generate 
and  sustain  support,  interest,  and  momentum  for 
the  emerging  programs  of  this  group  in  United 
Methodist  Women.  The  location  is  still  to  be 
determined.
